Thie seventh annual report of the stale
fish commizsion was submitted to the
governor yesterday, Tt consists prinel-
])II.“}‘ ot a dotailed report by Superin-
tendent O'Brien of the work done at the
hatchery during 18585, with specinl chap-
ters by the commissionors showing how
and where the product was  disteibnted.
Up to Decembor 81, 1855, 121,000 brook
trout, 8,000 Culifornia trout, 005 black
bass, 2,945 Gerwan earp, and 5,575,000
wall-eyed pike were raised ot the hatoh-
vry and planted in waters in various
purts of the state.  Of these food fish the
commissionors appoear to be of tho opin-
ion that the caep, hiwss and pike cin ba
most  successfully  bandled  in this
siate,  and  special directions  aro
given for preparving ponds for raising the
former, ']l'hwru shonld e firstly o con-
tinuous supply of puie water to insure
against accidonts from  long  dronghts,
roepage, and other couses, and to guned
wainst o solid freezing the pond  shonld
b for at least one-quarter of its aren
fully four feet deep. The other threoe-
quarters shonld be shallow 10 allow
fipuatio plants and weeds to grow so that
the carp may have foeding and spawning
grounds, A pipe for denwing off all the
witer when desived, shonld be Iatd, and
the end in the pond should be fitted with
a thimble shaped wire sercen to provent
the young fish being drawn in by the
suction, The sides of the pond
must  ho  ecompaet nndd of =suf-
ficiont  breadith at the water lineto he
afe from broanking throngh 1 the bot-
tom is well pulverized with a harrow be-
fore the water is lot in, it will the more
rendily become impervious to water, and
leaknge be prevented.  All this done, the
overifow gate should be sereened, nnd
then the ponil is ready for the introduoe-
tion of the fish,  Carp feed largely on the
animalenlie  that inhubit the bottom of
ponds, orplants  that grow there, but an
occusional feed of cooked  grains or vog-
etables, exeepting onions, is advizable.

At the meeting of the board of public
lands yesterday a resolution was adopted
ordering the Gillespie property to be ad-
vertised for sale at public auction on the
usnal terms. This property, which eon-
sists of n number of lots near the capitol
building. eame into the possession of the
state some years back, being turned over
by Mr. Gillespie in svlllilu.i his accounts
as nuditor, at a valuation of $1.000. The
building np of the city has worked a
rapid increase in value, und to-day the
lowest estimate placed on the tract is
#15,000, It 15 ono of the hest situated and
most desirable pieces of real estate in
Lincoln, and the bidding at the sale will
probably be very spirited  The pur-
chusor will be required to pay one-tenth
of the necepted bid down, and will be
riven twenty years time at § per cent on
the remadnder,

FTELD AND FARM,

To Grain Dealers and Farmers of Ne-
braskn.

As we are constantly reemiving inqgui-
ries from parties desirous to know our
opinion as to the future prices of the dif-
ferent cereals, and prospective demand
for ench, and what will Yikely bo the most
remunerative kind to plant the coming
senson, ete, wa take this means of not
only answering these inguirics, but also
of giving our ideas to all who may be in-
terested in such matters, which, of course,
are of very great importance, direstly or
indirectly, to nearly all branches of
traile.

The present low price of wheat will
no doubt have a tendency to reauce the
neronge planted of this grain quite mate-
rially for 1886, Then, if there results a
partial falure in Europe, nand also in see-
tions of this country, quite an advance of
present prices would ensily be obtained,
espocially since the present light stook
in our country will nearly all be exported
or consumed at home before the next
crop eomes to market., The noted weath:
er prophets prediet an enrly spring, very
favorable tor the planting of wheat, onts,
barley and rye; a late frost, the injurious
results of which cannot be foretold, an
exeeptionably colil summor, unfavorable
for matuving corn.  We do not think it
wise (o stake our fortunes on scientifie
prodictions, althongh  usaally they may
hit the mark.

What to plant is certainly with tarmors,
the great and all-absorbing question of
the hour, as the season is fast approach-
ing. Toking everything into considera:
tion, we advise a8 follows: That 50 per
cent of the tillable soil be planted with
corn, 25 per cent with wheat and 25 per
cent with' onts, barley and rye. Wedo
not advise the raising of flax, nd an over-
production would be guite an easy mut-
ter, the demand for it being quite lnited,
and the indieations are for lower prices
on this produet. We think a goneral in,
eroase in the production of onts, rye anid
barley quite sufe. Tho wise farmer will
ilant more or less of all kinds of grain.

As this open letter will likely be road
by o lprge number of onr thinking farm-
ers, grain denlers, and business men, und
a3 you all may wonder at the present low
prices of corn compared with last youar,
especindly  sinee senbonvd  prices have
been and are still ruling about the Sy
for the best grades as last soason, we will
taka this opportunity of giving the reas.
ons for the difference, which are simply
these: Tho freight on corn from Chicago
and all Mississippi river pointsfo thesea
board is 10 to 12 cents per 100 higher tha -
last season; and the difference in thn
value of our corn on account of its inp
ferior quulity is at least 2 cents po-
bushel on the avernge less, which top
gether makes the corn worth about -
cints per bushel less at the initial point
than last season. ;

These ave fiets which will stand thor-
ough investizution, and will cortainly go
along ways towards shielding all Nehras-
ka eailroads from very much censure as
to being the canse of present low prices
of corn in our state, .

Good Rules for Telling Horses' Ages.

From the Sportsman: The fall grown
horss posse<ses twenty-four back teoth,
that is, six in each sido of cach jaw; these
are onlledd molars or grindets, Ho has
twelve front teeth, that is, slx in each
il‘l“’. Mnatres have no tushes. The foal
ins oither at his birth, or shortly after
ward eight milk teeth, that is, four in
oach jaw: at aboud 12 m nths two motro
milk teeth pome in each jaw. These re:
main unchanged Gl he is 8 yvoars old.
The mouth of the Yearlings and 2 yoar
olds cannot  be tnnfuumf:i, The your-
ling mouth shows no sicns of use, and
the cornor teoth nre shells only:at 2 yenrs
old these teoth are steomg and well
grown and the corner toeth lled up. A
little before 8 years old the eentar toeth
of each jaw fall out and sre replaced by
permanent teeth. A little before 4 the
two teeth on each dde of the center
teeth are roplaced by permanent ones, A
little boforo 5 the two reomaining teeth
are shed, and in their place come perma-
nent ones,  The upper milk teeth usual-
Ly fall out first,

Thus the month s complets as to its
front toeth: the corner tooth, howdver,
is It imperfectly doveloped, being at
prosent a sholl only; this shell ot six
veurs old has lled up, and 15 a eomplete
tooth, This isthe diferenes botween o
fiveand a six-year-all. The tushes ap-
pear between three nnd one-half years
anil four years old, and they take nearly
two yeurs to arcive ab thoar full growth,
These tecth, 58 the horse grows older,
got blunter and shorter, ana  so (o an ex-
perieneod judge are n sure indication of
nge. Up to six years ol the mouth i< in
a distinet and perviodieal state of straet-
urnl change, There is no difienlty in
determining the nge np to that date,
After that the age must be judged by the
shape of the mouth and tho appearanes
of the teeth ealled the mark, Absix youys
of age the cups leave two eontor teeth
above, at seven the next two above, and
at ¢ight the onter or  corner Ltecth abovo.
At nine the two center tecth helow lose
tho cups, at ten the next two  below, and
at eleven the onter or corner teeth halow.
Aftor o little practice the elose observer
can searcely make a mistake.  The
changes that ocenr are the same in all
liorses, or nearly so.

Cows for General Parposes,

In seleeting cows for general purposes
everything depends upon the farm itselt
and the nature of the crops grown upon
it.  What may boe a general purposa cow
on ona farm may be considered o very
inferior cow on another. The farmer
who keeps eattle for beof will prefer a
cow that rapidly converts food into  beef,
and if she also gives n fuir proportion of
milk and butter he will consider her o
general  purpose  cow so far as  his
woferences  nre concerned.  Another
‘]':u‘mur whosze speeinlty mav be that of
solling milk direetly to eonsumers will
imagine o goneral purpose cow to bo onoe
that yields much milk and which may
be readily turned oft for the block when
her usefulness as o milker if ended. He
who does not sell milk, but nses the
cream in making hutier, will look uapon
the fats of the milk_as more profitnble
for his purpose. Iis ideal eow will be
ona that produces a Ilarge amount of
butter in proportion to food consumed,
and should she possess any other goot
quulities will be to him a general pur-
pose cow. There is nnother elass, and o
numerous one, that practices a svstem
from which sudh thrmors are slow o
depart. They tarn the cows on  the
puasture, or in the wonils, to piek up their
food, and to thent sneh cows as ean live
in this way are best for general pur-
poses. ) .

The gencral purpode eow is only imag-
inary.  Each individoal forms his own
opinions, ns to what shouldl constitute a
general purposa eow, and looks over the
field from his own standpoint. Yaot, it
eannot be denjed that some cows come
nearer to the qualification of being gen-
eral purpose than others  The fact must
not be overlooked that the general pur-

inse cow must be produeed on the farm.
{appily for the farmers of this country
there are quite n large number of brecds
from which to select for the purpose.
Eiach has its own tixed characteristies,
and ench possesses predominant traits
peculine to itself which enable the farm-
er Lo blond them by a system of crossing
and breeding through severnl channcls,
thus assisting him to aecomplizh results
which cannot be reached in any other
manner.

Shonld the farmer desire a general pur-
pose cow which excels in producing
calves that ean be cheaply raised for beef
(provided he does not overlook the infln-
ence of the m:tlu}, he ean produce her by
Lireeding through the Shorthorn, Here-
fory or Scoteh polled cattle,  With the
use of the latter he ean deprive her of
horng, He ecan seeure size and greal
vields of milk by resorting to the Hol-
stein, and he can impart milk production
with netivie habits from the Ayrshire, He
has the Jerseys, Guernseys and Holsteins
ns examples for the yl‘fuhlvl ion of butter,
andl with so muny good breeds from
which to select he ean produce any grade

of cows he prefers,
the farm itsclf

As stated, however,

must be considerad. A poor farm will
not m'nln-rl_'[' snpport a herd of choice
cows.  As the farmer begins to grude up
his cows he must also endeavor to adapt
the farm to the cows, or he must reverse
the conditions and adapt the cows to the
furm, The heavy foeders cannot afford
to work for a living by traveling great
distances to secure food, nor can they
elimb steep hillsides, The farm intend:
ed for profitable animals must not only
contnin the best pasturage or other food,
but care and attention wmust also be be-
stowed upon the stock,

Hints and Suggestions.

A young orchard is .il‘i!llll'llltl\’ troatod
ton iimi of spvagory to which most other
farm productions wonld sucenmb. 1t is
often planted i a light soll, either nat-
urnl or made so by constant tillage and
kept in o erop, beeause most people think
sowing or planting must follow plnwinfc.
and the farmer, in moest neighborhoods,
who wonld munure a young orchurd und
not grow a crop on the strength of it
would be eonsidered a erank in furming,
or at least very improvident.

All who have kept kheep and  watehed
them know that they must ba regulurly
and well fod, giving the lambs a separ:
atod rack for rowen and grain, in one
corner of the pen, into which no cwe
must be allowed  acoess, but where the
lambs should at all gimes find grain and
rowen. No eotton seed meal should ever
be given to lambs il they wure several
yoears old, as it is vieh and heavy grain
und is very apt to peaduce fits in a short
timp after being swallowed,

The proper time o market lamhbs is
when they will dress from twenty-five to
thirty potunds, and if. of the vight breed
and well fed that weight onght to be ob-
tained when sixty days old if not older—
no lumb ovor sevgnty-five days old is fit
to be eaten as lamp, and on s point I
want o urge with these breeders who
are in the habit of keeping their lambs
ull will  dress  over thirty-tive
pounds. I grant that the butehers, holel
stewards and Tll'['l'llll!il'rﬂ- of that class
like to Fﬂl v heavy quarter for their
money, but the persons who eat the ment
know very quin-L'ly the diiferance between
a lamb of proper age and one over three
months ola,

At thus time ol year the work of tree
praving goes torward with great vigor
and the hearts of those who love the
natursl beauty of ohjects sre sorely tried
at secing the reckless way in which the
trees in the strests are destroyed. For
some reason It is now the fashion, when
the shade from a row of troes besomes
too dense, instead of cutting out some of
the (roes entirely or judiclously thinning
out the superflous branches, to lop off the
whole head of each one, with the resalt

that we see a row of brooms, all the
branches out to an even length. Noth-
mg could be more absunl or more
hidvous, A tree, if allowed its natural
growth, is almost invariably a beautiful
object, and the maples, of which we hate
g0 many in our stroots, nearly always
dovelop in time n traly beautdnl form.
Bt maimed and mutilated by ignorant
F:u'll"nvt'-' thoy become t.ml}' ndeons;
sottar far out them out entirely. Wo
want few trees in our streots, but such
a8 we have wo should have in thelr native
beanty of form,

The anpnw of ventilating collars is to
make thom cool and dry. They are of-
ten venulatod so as to be warm  and
damp. This is done when the air admit-
ted to them from withont is consmderably
wirmer than the air within thom, Com-
ing into the cooler cellar, this air, while
it raises the temperature of the collar air,
itself is coolml, and deposits its moisture,
which soon becomes ovident as yisinle or
palpable dampness, Therefore, all the
ventilation of cellars in warm woathor
should ba done at night, and the cellar
shonld be kept elosed  between sunrise
and sunset.

The fattening valuo of grains depoends
largely npon the free oil or fat contained
in them, with their sagar, starech, ete.
Une por cent of oil is eonsidered equal to
more than 2 per cent of sugar and stareh.
At these estimates sixty-nine pounids of
corn equal seventy-eight pounds of bar-
ley, but the barvley is richer in albumin-
oidd and e, therefore, more vidunble thin
corn for the development of (lesh,
